Springfield, 111., Aug. 19.—That the 
race war situation in this city is con­ 
sidered much less serious was evi­ 
denced when Governor Deneen issued 
orders for the return of the First anti 
Fourth infantry regiments to their 
domes. 
“I took this measure after a confer­ 
ence 
with 
Sheriff 
Werner, 
Mayor 
Reece, Major General Young, Adjutant 
General Scott, General Foster and 
General W ells,” explained Governor 
Deneen. 
“Does that moan that you consider 
all danger of serious trouble is past ?’ 
he was asked. 
“It means that we can properly 
guard the city with the troops which 
will remain. 
There will still be the 
Second and Seventh regiments under 
General Foster in the Western divi­ 
sion, and the Third and Fifth under 
General Wells. 
The departure of the 
First and Fourth will lessen our forces 
by about 1,000 men, leaving a good 
2,000 here.”

entire absence of trouble or excitement

The walkout was not In a body 
but by individuals and small groups 
of miners who fearel that the negoes, 
alarmed at conditions in the city, were 
armed and might inadvertently he 
startled into violence. 
The negroes 
professed the most peaceable Inten­ 
tions. 
While the new special grand jury 
was hearing witnesses in riot cases 
^citizens were hold a greeting, the 
antagonism between the whites and 
blacks, already resposible for seven 
deaths and scores of injuries, struck 
underground. 
White miners at the 
Woodside coal mine, a mile out of 
town, and the Tuxhorn mine, four 
miles distant, refused to work with 
the negroes. 
The two mines employ 
about 500 men, about 150 of whom are 
colored. 
The white miners came to 
President Clark of the Springfield sub 
district of the United Mine Workers, 
with the declaration that the negroes 
were armed and they did not feel safe 
in 
the underground darkness with 
them. 
On the other hand, it is said 
that the negroes have armed with no 
thought of taking initial action, but to 
protect themselves in event of a repe­ 
tition of the rioting of Friday and Sat­ 
urday nights. 
President Clark said 
that so far as he knew there had been 
ne clashes between whites and blacks 
jft the mines.

Cars Just Finished 


HAVE NOT MISSED AH HOUR 


Scene is an Instructive as Well 


as a Busy one at the Shop 


Where Work is Done 
The Northern Pacific car shops in 
this city has established a record in the 
building of stock cars that is hard to 
beat. 
250 cars have been built at the 
shops under the supervision of D. K 
Fullerton, general foreman of this de­ 
partm ent of the Northern shops here. I 
One car has been turned out complete j 
every hour since commencing on the 
work, not one single hour of the work­ 
ing day having been missed. 
The sills and other heavy limbers are 
laid on the trucks outside the shop and 
the cars are pulled forward to the sta­ 
tions of the various crews once each 
hour 
The first crew puts in the plates 
which hold the draw bars, bolt the sills 
in position and put in the trusses. 
The 
next crew puts in the floor and the cars 
are then run into the shop proper. The 
roof timbers, posts, etc., have mean 
while been placed beside or on the car. 
The roof is framed on the deck of the 
car, hoisted by means of tackle and let 
down upon the upright posts. 
At the 
same time the draw heads are put in 
place. An ingenious machine invented 
by Mr. Fullerton, is used to compress 
the draw bar springs and put them in 
place. 
The next crew puts on the end 
lining and the side slats while another 
puts on the doors, etc. 
Ten crews al­ 
together work on each car, each crew 
working an hour, the last crew apply­ 
ing the paint. 
The clockwork regularity is main­ 
tained through the knowledge of Mr. 
Fullerton as to what time each part of 
the work should consume. 
Often the 
men on a gang, or on all the gangs will 
comple their work before the hour but 
they are not expected to do anything 
till time is up and the line of cars is 
each advanced on station. 
The company is also having 250 cars 
built in the South Tacoma shops, and 
while the officials refuse to discuss tho 
m atter some of the men express posi­ 
tive knowledge that the work is being 
done cheaper here than at the former 
place because of the splendid system of 
Mr. Fullerton.
